Death of a Former President of Georgetown University

he caused a shock in Catholic circles throughout the country 
when he resigned from the Jesuit order and married Miss 
Katherine Frances Powers, a communicant of the Catholic 
Church.—N. Y. “Herald, May 24. 


Suggestive of Another “Ne Temere” Case 


According to the “New York Times,” May 1, a Roman 
Catholic girl, Tessie Alfrino, went into the Church of St. 
Margaret Mary, Manhattan Beach, Brooklyn. There she 
broke a crucifix, smashed large marble statues of St. Anthony, 
the Sacred Heart and the Virgin Mary, and set fire to the 
altar cloths. The police, the newspaper story said, declared 
that the girl had been married by a civil ceremony, and her 
parents had procured the annulment of the marriage. Worry 
over the annulment and the results of her transgressing the 
precepts of her alien Church had led to what was euphemis- 
tically referred to as “loss of control.” 
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Death of Monsignor Joseph P. Dineen 


The New York “Tribune,” May 12, announced the death 
of Monsignor Joseph P. Dineen, Chancellor of the Archdiocese 
of New York, on the previous day. The “notice” contained 
the following paragraph: “On several occasions Monsignor 
Dineen was public representative and spokesman of Arch- 
bishop Hayes. In May, 1916, he was among the Roman 
Catholic clergymen who were charged by Mayor Mitchel with 
conspiracy to pervert the government of the city, and who 
were summoned before the Thompson investigating com- 
mittee for examination. Again, in November, 1921, he was 
conspicuous in that opposition to the birth control agitation 


which resulted in police dispersal of a public meeting at 
Town Hall.” 


All Catholicisms Intolerant 


“The Watchman-Examiner” (May 3) says: “Dr. Miron 
Christea, the Metropolitan Primate of Rumania, has the 
reputation of a tolerant man, but the newspaper ‘Adeverul,’ 
of Bucharest, brings the news that in his capacity as a Senator 
he has lately introduced a bill forbidding the application in 
Rumanian territory of any church fund from abroad without 
the double approval of the State (through the Kultus- 
Ministry) and the State Church authority. We do not know 
whether or not this is specially directed against Baptists and 
against the work carried on under the auspices of the 
Southern Baptist Convention, but the proposal is undoubtedly 
intended to weaken Protestant work in the interests of the 
Orthodox Church td which the Metropolitan belongs.” 


The Power of Roman Priests to Perform Miracles 


In “Our Sunday Visitor” is a reply to a correspondent 
who asks if a priest can raise the dead to life. In part the 
reply runs thus: “The priest in the exercise of the powers 
which God gives him in the spiritual order, performs many 
miracles, as for example the consecration in the mass and 
the forgiveness of sin. But in the physical order, it is clear 
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that the performance of such miracles is not a prerogative of 
the priesthood nor is the lack of this ability to perform such 
a miracle, any reflection upon the powers of the priesthood.” 


There is no teaching in the New Testament to justify 
this statement, either in respect of transubstantiation or the 
giving of absolution for sins. Had our Lord conferred the 
power to perform this second alleged “miracle” on the 
apostles, there would have been left few unpardoned sinners 
in Jerusalem on the Day of Pentecost. But, the Apostle 
Peter said not one word on that point. 


Assassination Under Protection of the Sacred Heart 

Shaw Desmond, in an article on conditions in Ireland, in 
the New York “Times,” May 6, says: “A typical gunman 
whom the writer knows is, as he himself says, ‘a bricklayer’s 
laborer by necessity, but a poet by the grace of God and by 
inclination.’ With him is associated a boy of some 17 years 


of age, and, like him, a dead shot, who has probably more 


deaths to his account than almost any other of the Re- 


publicans. 

“It was this boy, with his fine gray eyes with curious 
tiny black-pointed irises, who came in one night to an old 
Georgian mansion to throw his magazine pistol on the table 
and say, carelessly : “That makes another wan.’ In his button- 
hole he wore the medal of the Sacred Heart of Jesus, and when 
the writer asked him why he wore so sacred an emblem 
upon his secret expeditions he replied, his young eyes round 
with wonder, ‘Sure, don’t I wear it to protect me from the 
bullets of the others?” 
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BOYCOTT THROUGH LEGISLATION 
On May 23 the Rum-Rome-and-Rebellion Governor of 
New York State signed the Walsh Bill providing that “every 
Klan in the State must file with the Secretary of State sworn 
copies of its constitution, by laws, rules, regulations and oath 
of membership, together with a roster of its officers and mem- 
bers for the current year.” 
So far as we know this is the first measure 
the “publicity” feature being planned to destroy the 
livelihood of its members by the typically Papalist 
methods of boycott, slander and similar forms of  per- 
secution—passed in the United States avowedly de- 
signed to destroy one particular society. Further- 
more it was passed by the catspaws of an organization whose 
business it is to so obtain control of our Government as to 
substitute the political ideas and methods of Popes Pius IX, 
Leo XIII and Pius X for those of Washington and Jefferson. 
(“Great Enevclical Letters of Pope Leo XIII,” pp. 120 and 
132.) One thing is certain—a great many people who do not 


sympathize with the attitude of the Klan towards Jews and 


negroes, will begin to feel that so far as the persecuting 
Roman Church is concerned, it is high time that some such 
organization was formed now—if there were no special need 
for one before. By a curious coincidence the same issue of 
the “World” (May 24) that told of the signing of this bill con- 
tained another item with this caption: “Ten Supreme Court 
Places to be Filled: Tammany Wants All,” and the “Ameri- 
can,” of the same date said: “Mayor Hylan yesterday signed 
a legislative bill which increases his own salary and that of 
the Comptroller from $15,000 to $25,000 a vear, and gives the 
five Borough Presidents and the President of the Board of 
Aldermen an advance from $10,000 to $15,000.” Rome Rule 
comes high. —

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FATHER O’CONNOR ON THE KNIGHTS OF 
COLUMBUS 


On Sunday, May 26, 1907, a great “military field mass” 
took place at the Brooklyn Navy Yard. In the afternoon 425 
Knights of Columbus were initiated into the highest degree 
at the Hotel Astor. 

Father O’Connor writes thus of the function in his Letter 
to Cardinal Gibbons (Vol. XXIV, pp. 189, 192): 

“A tribune or rostrum, decorated, not with the Stars and 
Stripes, but with the Papal colors, was erected in such a 
position that Justice Victor J. Dowling, of the Supreme Court, 
‘the first master of the fourth degree,’ the toastmaster, asked 
how any speaker could address the audience from it ‘unless 
he was double-faced, which no Knight of Columbus was.’ In 
that spake not the judge truly. Every Knight of Columbus— 
as a member of the organization—is double-faced. The priests 
profess for it, and it professes for itself, that it is not a politi- 
cal body; whereas, except for purposes of political manipula- 
tion by the hierarchy, there is no reason for its existence. 
Social and literary and military organizations of Catholics 
abound everywhere, but though of local value as factors in 
politics, these cannot, of course, form so valuable an asset in 
dealing with politicians connected with State and National 
affairs as the one large body that openly rallied round the 
Papal flag—intended as a recognition of the Temporal Power, 
which claims supremacy over every earthly government, in- 
cluding that of the United States. 

“The Roman press agent—who has become an institution 
attached to every progressive Catholic society in these days 
—reported that in the speeches the Americanism of the 
Knights, as well as their Catholicism, was emphasized. There 
must, then, have been a fine display of verbal leger- 
demain, for two words constituting a greater contradiction 
in terms than ‘Americanism’ and ‘Catholicism’ would be hard 
to find in our language. The first stands for personal liberty 
of the individual, the second for despotism by one man exer- 
cised over all; the first for liberty of conscience, the second 
for compulsory acceptance of the law of the priest; the first 
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for the separation of Church and State, the second for the 
State the slave of the Church; the first for free education for 
all, the second for little education for any, except for the serv- 
ice of the Church, under the control and direction of the 
priests; the first for a free press, the second for the Index; 
the first for an open Bible, the second for Bibles burned in 
public; the first for the will of the people, the second for the 
will of the Pope; the first for the consent of the governed, the 
second for “the secular arm” to enforce the will of the hier- 
archy; the first for peace among the nations, the second for 
war and strife in order that the Papacy may be strengthened 
by the weakness of the peoples caused thereby; the first for 
the Golden Rule in politics, the second, the plunder of the 
weak by the strong that the Papacy may be enriched; and 
these are only a few points of contrast. Any American who 
is a Roman Catholic is one in spite of his birth, and in propor- 
tion as he is a Catholic the less he is an American; and the 
converse is also true that the more American any Catholic 
may be, the less he is a Roman. As to loyal citizenship of 
Roman Catholics to their own Government, the American 
hierarchy—as well as the French-—have this year publicly 
demonstrated that no ‘good’ subject of the Pope can be a 
really loyal citizen of this or any other Republic. The Knights 
of Columbus is an essentially Roman Catholic organization, 
and is, to the extent of its power and influence, a menace to 
the whole American body politic.”

THE CONVERTED CATHOLIC 


DOING GOOD THAT EVIL MAY COME 


The bark of St. Peter is sailing in very choppy seas so 
far as Europe is concerned—as regards economics, any- 
way. If, however, the Pope or any of the high officials 
of the Vatican political machine desire to relieve their 
worries by a season of hilarity, they have only to turn their 
eyes to this country’ to find material for a long spell of side- 
splitting laughter. Taking a comprehensive sweep back in 
our history, they see a continent invaded by Protestant 
Puritans and Cavaliers. These people, knowing Rome pretty 
accurately, wisely passed legislation in a number of districts 
calculated to protect the new nation from a repetition here 
of the violence, bloodshed and disorder associated with 
Catholicism in Europe. In the process of time these enact- 
ments were repealed, and the way was opened for the putting 


into operation of a number of schemes for “making America 


Catholic.” Deceived by the misrepresentations of the teach- 
‘ings and purposes of the Church made by Papal agents, 
churches, hospitals and other purely sectarian institutions 
have grown up all over the country—in many cases largely 
built with Protestant money—the ultimate goal of every 
enterprise being the destruction of every form of civil and 
religious liberty in this nation and the substitution there- 
for of the political principles of Popes Innocent III, 
Soniface VIII, Pius IX, Leo XIII and Pius X. Before the 
very eyes of communities in which the “subjects” of the Pope 
were in the minority, these alien-allegianced politicians have 
virtually taken possession of many principal cities of the 
country, and plundered the municipal treasuries (mostly in 
ways within the letter of the law) for the benefit of the 
Papal religio-political machine. The recollection of these 
things should bring more than smiles to the veteran diplomats 
of the Vatican, and doubtless does.

damage. The way in which the secular and even the religious

“The Knights of Columbus have furthered the 
foundation of colleges and universities, established 


professorships in colleges and provided generously 
for scholarships.” 


Religious Propaganda 


“More than that, they have undertaken the 
broader educational task of acquainting us who are 
non-Catholic in faith with the doctrines of the 
Catholic Church. They have done this in such a fair 
and sympathetic fashion, through providing lecturers 
of repute, that while we may not agree with their 
belief they have earned and obtained our friendship, 
admiration and respect. 

“The Knights of Columbus, however, have 
never performed a greater educational work than 
they have in founding just such institutions as this 
evening high school, with its splendid corps of in- 
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structors and the opportunity it affords to a great 

variety of boys and girls who are busy with bread- 

winning in the day and could not otherwise obtain 

a secondary education. They have seen the im- 

portance of training young people at the impression- 

able period of adolescence in the same far-visioned 
way as did the Society of Jesus, which was the great 
order to point the way in education. 

“In this way they have not only served the 
Mother Church they love and honor, but have per- 
formed a generous service for the State.” 

This tribute to the Jesuits, and the manner in which the 
Knights of Columbus serve “Mother Church,” and the sup- 
posedly Protestant State of New York should make Pope 
Pius XI laugh till he has to hold his sides—especially when 
this fulsome “hot air” is solemnly printed in a New York daily. 

The “New York Times” of April 23 contains a detailed 
account of benevolent work—no doubt excellent of its kind 
done by the Knights of Columbus for Veterans of the Great 
War, in which they are said to be spending more than 
$100,000 per month. 

And the American nation, as a whole, accepts all this 
in silly good faith, and in this matter receives these gifts and 
this “service” at their face value, refusing to heed the warnings 
of those who believe that one K. of C. Council or one Papal 
parochial school is a greater potential menace to the nation 
than double the number of “Reds” or of Mayor Hylan’s 
“bomb-throwers.”

pattern and form of Christianity which We have 
described.”

And the reply of the paper is: “Our Lord’s advice is 
best: ‘If vou wish to enter into live [ ? life—Ed.

(heaven) keep the commandments.’ ‘Watch and pray, for

you know not the day nor the hour,’ 


What Jesus Christ Said: 

Jesus said: “As Moses lifted up the serpent in the wilder- 
ness, so must the Son of man be lifted up: That whosoever 
believeth in him, may not perish; but may have life everlast- 
ing.”’—John iii, 14, 15. 

Our Lord also said, in Matthew xi, 28: “Come to me, all 
you that labor, and are burdened, and I will refresh you;’ 
and in John vi, 37: “Him that cometh to me, [ will not cast 
out.” 

From these worls it is evident that the only real source 
of salvation is in Christ Himself, and that only by a direct 
contact between the soul of the seeking sinner and the Al- 
mighty seeking Saviour can salvation be obtained. No man 
lives (or ever has lived) who is able, by his own will power, 
to “keep the commandments.” Every pious Catholic knows 
this by his own experience, 


What The Salvation Army Says: 


Among the most successful soul-winners of this day are 
the officers of The Salvation Army, and in the “War Cry,” of 


May 19, 1923, we find this definition of Salvation: 
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What is Salvation? 


“Is salvation being conveyed from one part of 
space to another? Is it going up to a gate, and hav- 
ing some apostle open the gate, and then going into 
a city, where there are golden streets and all that 
kind of thing? No, being saved is having the dis- 
tance between God and the human soul annihilated 
by God coming into the soul. The soul, marred by 
sin, is then regenerated, and is brought up into the 
very presence of God.” 


This is correct, and that correctness can be testified to 
by hundreds of people inside and outside evangelical churches 
everywhere, as well as in The Salvation Army itself. 


But some Roman Catholic asks: “How can I obtain that 
experience? My Church tells me that God is so holy that I 
am unworthy to approach Him—so unworthy indeed, that it 
is necessary for me to ask the Virgin Mary and saints to 


intercede with Him in order that I may obtain any blessing 
I desire.” 


In reply, the Apostle James says: “Draw nigh to God, 
and He will draw nigh to you” (iv, 8): and St. Paul says of 
Jesus Christ in his epistle to the Hebrews: “We have not 
a high priest who cannot have compassion on our in- 
firmities; but one tempted in all things like as we are, 
without sin. Let us go therefore with confidence to the 


throne of grace that we may obtain mercy, and find grace in 
seasonable aid.” (iv. 15, 16.) St. Paul knew nothing about any 
earthly priest or high priest, or the Virgin Mary or saints 
or angels or any other intermediary between the individual 
and either Jesus Christ or God the Father. And if “Mil- 
waukee” wants to save his (or her) soul, let him take our 
Blessed Lord at His word, and lift up his heart to Him in 
prayer, fully repenting of his sins, and determined to use 
his will power to the utmost to refrain from doing those things 
that his own conscience tells him are wrong. He can then 
confidently claim the power of Christ to meet his will power 
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and deliver him from the dominion of sin. He will find him- 
self then able to “Keep the commandments,” as a result of 
receiving “God into his soul” as The Salvation Army writer 
puts it and as our Lord Himself said, in John xiv, 23: “If any 
one love me, he will keep my word, and my Father will love 
him, and we will come to him, and will make our abode with 
him.” 

The average pious Catholic who reads these words is likely 
to think such an experience is too good to be true, and to 
doubt whether these words are really in his own Bible. But 
the words are true, and he can find plenty of people in his 
cwn town who will testify to that fact if he will go to the 
right places to find them—the “downtown missions” and the 
evangelical churches.

When thou passest 
through the waters, I will be with thee, and the rivers shall 
not cover thee: when thou shalt walk in the fire, thou shalt 
not be burnt, and the flames shall not burn in thee: For | 
am the Lord thy God, the Holy One of Israel, thy Saviour.” 
And listen to St. Paul: “I am sure that neither death, nor life, 
nor angels, nor principalities, nor powers, nor things present, 
nor things to come, nor might, nor height, nor depth, nor 
any other creature shall be able to separate us from the love 
of God, which is in Christ Jesus our Lord.” (Rom. viii, 38, 39.) 

Surely neither “Milwaukee” nor anybody else needs any 
better salvation for his soul than that. And that is salvation 
for THIS life—the only kind worth having, and the essence 
of Heaven itself. Many people talk as if God’s salvation 
was BELIEVING something now and “going to Heaven 


when you DIE.” Not a bit of it. The only salvation worth 
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having is KNOWING what Paul knew and virtually going 
to Heaven—in practice—while you LIVE.

“My little daughter, aged five, had been partly raised in 
a French convent school. Upon the close of hostilities we 
began preparations to return to America.

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LIBERTY FOR RELIGION IN ROME 


Shall the Collegio Internationale on Monte Mario, Rome, 
Continue to Enlighten the Italians and Keep Alive the 
Spirit of Religious Freedom? 

This has become an acute question and will continue to 
be so as long as the Pope and the Knights of Columbus take 
the attitude recently assumed in the endeavor to curtail the 
Protestant religious work and especially the Protestant school 
legally established on Monte Mario—now frequently desig- 
nated the eighth hill of Rome. Our contention is that 
Protestants, whether under Methodist or other leadership, 
have as good right to work in Rome, building and maintain- 
ing churches, schools and hospitals, and in all Italy as well 
as the Roman Catholics have to do these things in this 
country. 

Because this principle is not cordially accepted it has be- 
come necessary to organize for the perpetuation and enlarge- 
ment of this work, and especially for the support of the 
Collegio Internationale, Monte Mario. This school has a 
splendid history and has rendered a real service to Italy. 
while Dr. B. M. Tipple, an American, is president, the 
teachers are all Italians and the students come from many 
countries besides Italy. 

Rev. John G. Benson has recently been appointed 
Executive Secretary of an association known as Freedom’s 
Millions. After a brief trip to Rome, he will go throughout 
this country explaining the work of the school and enrolling 
in its support those who believe in fighting for the mainte- 
nance in Rome of a vital American principle—freedom for 
religion, as well as religious freedom. 

We quote from an official statement that has been sent 
to all who subscribe to the fund. 


“For fifty years the Methodists in Rome have been bitterly 
attacked, falsely accused and relentlessly assailed by the 
Roman hierarchy. Methodists are in Rome for the same 
purpose and only for the same purpose that took Saint Paul 
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to Rome, centuries ago—namely, to interpret the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ to the people in Rome who desire to hear and 
heed it. We are not in Rome to insult the Vatican; neither 
are we in Rome to be insulted by the Vatican. We are not 
in Rome to attempt to triumph over the Vatican; neither are 
we in Rome to be trampled on by the Vatican. We are not in 
Rome to malign the Vatican; neither are we in Rome to be 
maligned by the Vatican. We are not in Rome to persecute 
the Vatican; neither are we in Rome to be perseeuted by the 
Vatican. 

“Methodism is in Rome with the approval of the Italian 
Government. Maintaining the same spirit of political, in- 
tellectual and religious freedom which characterized his 
grandfather—V ictor Emmanuel I]—the present King of Italy, 
Victor Emmanuel III, welcomes the Methodists to Rome be- 
cause of the service they render to his people. Approved by 
the King of Italy, the Methodists are disapproved by the 
Pope. We received our credentials for Christian work in 
Rome from God and the Government of Italy and not from 
the Vatican. For this cause, we are attacked and every de- 
vice is being used by the Roman hierarchy to discredit, to 
dislodge and to destroy us. Methodists everywhere should 
heed this warning: Word has been passed down by the 
Roman hierarchy that Methodism in Italy must be destroyed. 
The question now to be settled by the Methodists is this: 
Having been maliciously attacked by the Roman hierarchy, 
while peaceably pursuing God’s work in Rome, shall 


Methodism beat a disgraceful retreat? My reply is: 


Methodists know how to die in a righteous cause, but we have 
never learned the art of a cowardly surrender.” 


The “Evening World,” May 1, 1923, said: “The United

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KING GEORGE, QUEEN MARY AND POPE PIUS XI 


The “New York Herald,” May 10, was apparently the 
only New York paper that made reference to the protest sent 
to Rome by the United Protestant Council, representing seven- 
teen Protestant organizations against the visit of King 
George V to the Pope. The Council telegraphed this message 
to every newspaper in Rome, written in Italian: 

“The United Protestant Council, representative of 
seventeen Protestant organizations consisting of all 
sections of Protestant public opinion in Great Britain, 
states that its opposition to the inclusion of a visit to the 
Pope by the King and Queen of England during the 
visit of their Majesties to Rome is maintained.” 


The despatch added that J. A. Kensit, Secretary of the 
Council, in a speech at Weymouth, said that these telegrams 
had been sent to prevent the Italian people getting the im- 
pression that the Protestants of England favored the Royal 
visit to the Pope. He added that the Council means to keep 
up its protest until the British Minister to the Vatican has 
been recalled. Mr. Martin, Organizing Secretary of the 
Protestant Truth Society, was quoted as saying: “It has 
been proved that the bulk of the nation is behind us, be- 
cause our meetings, held in every county in England, have 
all been packed and all meetings unanimously adopted resolu- 
tions opposing the visit, the only exception being at 
Cambridge where three dissented.” 

Just how far the unfortunate King has himself to blame 
for this colossal blunder is next to impossible to determine. 
The responsibility for the whole affair rests upon the Cabinet. 
In all matters of State “the King can do no wrong:” not 
because of any “divine right” or personal infallibility, but 
because the Lord Chancellor is officially the Keeper of the 
King’s Conscience. Time will show how great the effect will 
prove to be. 


On April 10, a huge mass meeting was held in the Royal 


Albert Hall, presided over by Lord Gisborough, which 
adopted this resolution: 
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That this great Demonstration of loyal subjects of 
the Crown, assembled in the Royal Albert Hall, London, 
regards with serious apprehension and regret the an- 
nouncement of the proposed visit of their Majesties the 
King and Queen to the Pope. This meeting respectfully 
and dutifully submits that, as this would be a source 
of great grief to millions of His Majesty’s devoted sub- 
jects, such visit should be abandoned. Therefore this 
meeting appeals to the Prime Minister to submit to His 
Majesty the inadvisability of such visit. 

The following telegram, unanimously endorsed by the 
meeting was sent to the King himself: 


To His Majesty the King, Windsor Castle. May 
it please Your Majesty. Ten thousand of your dutiful 
subjects, in public meeting assembled in the Royal Albert 
Hall, London, send loyal greeting and humbly pray that 
it may be possible for you to forego your projected visit 
to the Pope, in view of the fact that such visit will be a 
source of much sorrow to millions of your devoted and 
loyal Protestant subjects. 


The subsequent receipt of His Majesty’s reply that he 
had sent it to the Prime Minister is very impoftant as fixing 
the responsibility. 


All the humiliation put upon the English King and Queen 
in Rome did not come from their homeland, for the New 
York “Globe,” May 8, contained a special despatch showing 
that the Vatican agents had started up a press campaign 
against Protestantism, the religion of the King of Italy’s 
guests, in a number of papers simultaneously—the particular 
objects of animosity being the Baptists, Methodists and 
Y. M. C. A. in Rome. A zealous writer to the “Unita Cattolica” 
of Florence shows his ignorance of history—or else his lack 
of sense of values—by urging the “necessity for fighting the 
Methodist propaganda in Papal and Italian Rome, the capital 
of the Catholic world and the cradle of three civilizations, 
each of which is superior to the one which the Apostles of 
Protestantism have created.” 
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In regard to this last sentence it is only necessary to 
point to the striking contrast between North America and 
the Southern Continent of the New World, and the British 
Empire—or rather Commonwealth of Nations—and the 
Catholic countries of the world. 

The New York “Times,” May 13, had an editorial on the 
visit of which this was the last paragraph: 

“Rightly or wrongly, the Allies believed that if they had 
possessed stronger representation at the Vatican during the 
World War their case would have been better presented to 
the religious world, At least, the Peace Note of Benedict 
XV, Aug. 1, 1917, would have read differently and there 
would have been no von Gerlach scandal with treason and 
the blowing up of an Italian battleship. And after the World 
\Var there was the problem of Ireland, to help solve which 
Pope Pius XI, at the instance of Mr. Russell, recently dis- 
patched a special envoy to the intransigent Irish clergy. Fx- 
perience has shown that the Vatican exercises considerable 
political influence, not to be ignored even by Protestant 
nations.” 
























No hint is given as to the source of the information with 
regard to the Peace Note of Pope Benedict XV, nor can the 
ordinary layman see any connection between the von Gerlach 
scandal, the blowing up of a battleship and the absence of 
l'rench and English diplomatic representation. The belief 
was so prevalent as to be practically universal that the 
Vatican was against the Allies all through the War, if for no 
other reason than the expectation that the Temporal Power 
would be restored if the Central Empires won out. 

If it be really true that the British representative at the 
Vatican caused the Papal interference in Irish politics, it 
tends to deprive the Government of any sympathy in the 
humiliation brought upon it by the telegram of the United 
Protestant Council. As to the “loyalty” of English “subjects” 
of the Pope, it is quite true that they have not advanced so 
far as the catspaws of the hierarchy have been allowed to go 
here by the ignorant supineness of both American Protestants 
and non-Catholics. Nor are they likely to be allowed to, for one 
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thing, because there are too many monuments to the martyrs 
who died for the truth in the reign of Bloody Mary. Dean Inge 
says on the question of Catholic “loyalty:” “Every true 
Catholic is only conditionally a patriot in the nation in which 
he lives, and the conditions are of the political, not of the 
moral order. The Catholic Church is an ‘Internationale’ like 
the conspiracy of the Communists. It is everywhere a power- 
ful solvent of State loyalty, though in certain countries as 
Ireland and Poland ith finds its interest in fomenting sectional 
animosities and inciting one part of a political aggregation 
to separate itself from the rest.” 
A Constitutional Question 

Here are the words of the Bill of Rights passed in the 
first year of the reign of William and Mary, 1689: 

“And whereas, it hath been found by experience that it 
is inconsistent with the safety and welfare of this Protestant 
Kingdom, to be governed by a Popish Prince, or by any King 
or Queen marrying a Papist, the said Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal and Commons do further pray that it may be en- 
acted that all and every person and persons, that is, are, or 
shall be reconciled to, OR SHALL HOLD COMMUNION 
WITH THE SEE OR CHURCH OF ROME, or shall pro- 
fess the Popish religion, or shall marry a Papist, shall be 
excluded and be forever incapable to inherit, possess, or 
enjoy the Crown and Government of this realm and Ireland 
and the Dominions thereunto belonging, or any part of the 
same, or to have, use, or exercise any Regal power, authority 
or jurisdiction within the same; and in all and every such case 
or cases the people of these Realms shall be and are hereby 
absolved of their allegiance; and the said Crown and 
Government shall from time to time descend to and be en- 
joyed by such person or persons, being Protestants, as should 
have inherited and enjoyed the same, in case the said person 
or persons so reconciled, holding communion or professing 
or marrying as aforesaid, were naturally dead.” 


Disaster Has Followed Royal Recognition 
In a historical review of the question in “The Church- 
man’s Review,” May, 1923, Ernest Phillipps writes: 
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“Before the Reformation, England maintained diplomatic 
relations with Rome. The Reformation broke the custom 
for 100 years. The Stuart King, Charles I, revived the custom 
and lost his Royal head. 

“The Stuart King, James II, revived the custom and lost 
his Royal throne. 

“King George V did the same and lost a Righteous Peace.” 

And since the foregoing was sent to the printers Mr. 
Bonar Law, the Prime Minister, to whom the King sent the 
Protestant protest, has had to resign his high office. 


VATICAN VASSALS NEED “THE FIGHTING SPIRIT” 

So says Archbishop Curley, of Baltimore, according to a 
cespatch from that city in the “New York Times,” April 20, 
and he describes it as part of “the greatest work” before his 
Church. Many Protestant observers think that the Vatican 
agents are doing pretty well in “fighting” those who wish 
to save the nation and its liberties from destruction at their 
hands. In two Legislatures bills have been passed looking 
to the persecution of these pestiferous persons. At Bound 
Brook, on May 1, according to the “New York Herald,” of 
the 2nd, “five hundred citizens attempted to interfere with the 
services of the Pillar of Fire Church.” This body has a 
woman bishop who seems well informed as to the nature and 
dimensions of the Papal Peril, and she has not been afraid 
to tell what she knew. The result, we are told, was “a free- 
for-all fight” in which chairs, sticks and stones figured 
prominently. The police appeared and arrested—not the 
disturbers—two of the members of the Church whose meet- 
ing had been invaded. Which reminds one of what the British 
civil authorities used to do forty years ago, when the Skeleton 
Army were the catspaws of the liquor men, as their suc- 
cessors here are of the Vatican agents. The State of New 
Jersey, however, took a hand at Boundbrook and sent a num- 
ber of its troopers to keep the peace, with good results. 






















The Purpose of Papal Parochial Schools is to Promote and 
Perpetuate Priestcraft. 
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A REJOINDER TO A REVEREND FATHER 


Through the kindness of a friend of Christ’s Mission 
we have had the opportunity to read a letter recently re- 
ceived by him from a priest of Rome. While it is true that he 
says nothing that cannot be found in the current Papal 
propaganda sheets, these sentences represent the actual state 
of mind of an individual priest written in good faith, which 
may or may not be true as to the writer of material in a 
paper. It is quite easy to believe that the latter’ may in 
making any given statement, be merely quoting an official 
utterance. 

This priest writes thus: 

“The Catholic Church is well worth the study of every 
intelligent person on account of her venerable age and the 
historical fact that she is the Mother of our Christian civili- 
zation, the Mother of education, literature and art, and what 
is particularly interesting for you, she is the Mother of the 
Bible. 

“Her first Pope, St. Peter, wrote two of the books of the 
New Testament—all the other books were written by her 
first bishops. 

“It was the Catholic Church that selected these par- 
ticular books from many other religious writings in the second 
century and ordained that they should be read in the churches 
and in 397 she united these books with those of the Old 
Testament and called the collection, “The Bible,’ declaring 
them to be the inspired Word of God. 

“It was the Catholic Church that preserved this Catholic 
Bible down through the subsequent centuries as her written 
constitution likewise ‘profitable’ as St. Paul says, ‘to teach, 
to reprove, to correct, to instruct in justice. (2 Timothy 
of 03,3 


“You claim to be ‘afraid that Peter’s Rock has a crack 


in it.’ Such fear is incompatible with your faith in Jesus 
Christ for it was He who said, ‘Thou art Peter (Rock) and 
upon this Rock I will build My Church and the Gates of Heil 
shall never prevail against it.’ To doubt the veracity of Christ 
is dangerously near to blasphemy. I would suggest that vou 
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pray fervently and humbly for the light to know the One 
true Fold established by the Divine Shepherd and the grace 
to enter it before it is too late.” 
'*. © 
Comments on the Foregoing 

One of the most curious things about the Papal press 
agents in this country is their continual reference to the ig- 
norance of their Church on the part of those who are resisting 
its efforts to make the United States Government a feudal 
vassal of the Vatican, to their “misunderstanding” of the 
teachings of Pope Leo XIII to “all Catholics worthy of the 
name” in this country—and all others. 

Nothing can be further from the facts. There is no need 
for anybody to be in ignorance on these points. A Catholic 
catechism can be bought in Barclay Street, New York, for 
five cents; and the Creed of Pope Pius IV, the decrees of 
the Council of Trent, the Syllabus of Errors of Pope Pius IX, 
the Encyclicals of Pope Leo XIII (condemning every form of 
civil and religious liberty) the fulmination of Pope Benedict 
XV against the Y. M. C. A., and the Catholic Encyclopedia 
are easily accessible to the general public. There is no good 
reason why anyone with an average education cannot find 
out for himself at first hand exactly what Rome has to say 
about herself and her hatred of Protestantism and all its works, 
religious and political. 

It may be said at the outset that much of what the 
priest says is at variance with the facts of history. The 
Roman Church is not the “Mother of our Christian civili- 
zation” nor is it the “Mother of education, literature and art.” 
Our modern civilization had its origin and foundations in the 
work of Moses and the Hebrew prophets centuries before 
the time of Christ. Literature—history, poetry, fiction and— 
in some lands—the drama, had all reached a high stage of 
development in Egypt, Assyria, Persia, Greece, India, China 
and Palestine, long before the time of Christ. And as for 
“education”—so far as the masses of the people are con- 
cerned—those unfortunate countries most under priestly 
control are those whose percentage of illiteracy ranges from 
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30 to 60 per cent. “In 1899, 8 per cent. of the children be- 
tween the ages of five and seventeen in Porto Rico attended 
school. In 1920 this had increased to 45.2 per cent. In 1899, 
79.6 per cent. of the people over ten years of age were illiterate. 
In 1920 this percentage had been reduced to 55 per cent.” 

Nor is Rome the “Mother of the Bible’—except in the 
most mechanical and material sense. 

To say that the Bible has been preserved by the Papal 
politico-ecclesiastical machine as “her written constitution” 
is as ridiculously absurd as it is historically untrue. Not one of 
the most conspicuous Roman Catholic doctrines and practices 
—such as transubstantiation, the “unbloody sacrifice” of the 
Mass, auricular confession, penance and_ indulgences, 
purgatory, celibacy of the clergy. Mariolatry, “veneration” of 
saints and relics, Papal “temporal power” or temporal 
authority over Kings, rulers and nations (by which for ex- 
ample Pope Pius X, in 1911, declared the Portuguese law 
separating Church and State to be null and void), delegated 
power to priests to give absolution for sins, is to be found 
plainly stated in any one passage of say ten verses. (We are 
well acquainted with the bargain-counter collection of 
isolated texts taken out of their context quoted in support of 
these inventions “made in Italy.” Some of them are so far- 
fetched that they should be accompanied by a diagram to 
show their connection with the doctrine or practice which 
they are cited to support.) 

If the Bible were really the “constitution” of the Roman 
Church, it would be the natural thing for the ecclesiastical 
authorities to put it into the hands of all its people at the 
earliest possible moment, and also to see that all the chil- 
dren were taught to read at an early date, if only that they 
might become acquainted with its contents. It is notorious 
that not only are all Catholic peoples practically destitute 
of knowledge of the Scriptures, but that the percentage ot 
illiteracy among them is far higher than in other nations. 


There are four millions of Poles in this country, and not 
long ago the Editor was told by Benziger Brothers, the great 
Catholic book house in New York, not only that they had no

Polish Bibles in stock, but that they did not know of any place 
in the United States where one could be obtained. In our 
issue for January appeared a paragraph telling how the 
Archbishop of Santiago, Chile, had ordered a quantity of 
Catholic Scripture portions to be destroyed that a Jesuit 
missionary was bringing into that country with him for dis- 
tribution. 

With regard to “Peter’s Rock,” it may be observed that 
Augustine, Bishop of Hippo (on Matthew xiii, ser), “De verbis 
Domini, tu es Petrus,” etc, says: “Thou art Peter, and upon 
this rock which thou hast confessed, upon this which thou 
hast acknowledged, saying, “Thou art Christ, the Son of the 
living God,’ I will build my Church; that is, upon Myself, 
the Son of the living God, I will build my Church,” etc. 
Hilary also, another of the most celebrated fathers, says (Can. 
16 de fundam. eccles.) “Unum igitur hoc est immobile 
fundamentum,” etc. “This one foundation is immovable, that 
is that one blessed rock of faith, confessed by the mouth of 
Peter, ‘Thou are the Son of the living God.’” (De Trinit, 1, 6.) 
“Super hanc confessionis petram ecclesiae aedificatio est.” 
“The building of the Church is upon this rock of confession.” 
And again, “haec fides,” etc. “This faith is the foundation 
of the Church; this faith hath the Keys of the Kingdom of 
Heaven: what this faith shall loose or bind is bound or 
loosed in Heaven.” (Dowling’s History of Romanism, p. 47.) 

The Creed of Pope Pius IV says that no interpretations 
of Scripture are to be received except according to the un- 
animous consent of the fathers (Nisi juxta unanimem con- 
sensum patrum). More important, however, than these 
opinions is the fact that St. Peter himself was of the same 
mind as St. Augustine, as shown by his words in verses 5, 6 
and 7, of the second chapter of his first epistle: “Be you also 
as living stones built up, a spiritual house. . . . Where- 
fore it is said in the Scripture, “Behold I lay in Sion a chief 
corner stone, elect, precious. And he that shall believe in 
him, shall not be confounded. To you therefore that believe, 
he is honor: but to them that believe not, the stone which the 
builders rejected the same is made the head of the corner.” 
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(From a Catholic Bible bearing the “Approbation” of 
Cardinal Gibbons.) These words plainly show that St. Peter 
did not consider himself the “stone” upon which the Church 
of Christ was to be built. 


As to the “Fold” referred to (the Papal Church) it may 
be stated that it did not exist at all. St. Gregory the Great, 
in the seventh century, said, “Whosoever adopts or affects 
the title of Universal Bishop hath the pride and character of 
anti-Christ.” (Bower in “Vita Boniface III.”) 


And what a “Fold!” As we look back over the pages 
of history and glance at its record of bloodshed, superstition, 
tyranny and cruelty, one sees such “high lights” as the war 
of Pope Innocent III on the Albigenses, the Spanish In- 
quisition atrocities, the Massacre of St. Bartholomew, the 
expedition of the Spanish Armada, the Alva administration 
in the Low Countries, the Thirty Years War following the 
Reformation, and the Gunpowder Plot; and one does not feel 
drawn to put himself under the control of the ecclesiastical 
machine responsible for these events. The puerile subterfuge 
about “the Church” handing people over to “the secular arm” 
is so “thin” that one wonders how men of any ordinary in- 
telligence should think it worth while to seriously put it 
forth, especially in view of the wording of that part of the 
Bull “Unam Sanctam” (Boniface VIII), which refers to “the 
sword of princes and knights wielded at the will and suffer- 
ance of the priest.” And if it be said that these events oc- 
curred long ago and that “times have changed” it is only 
necessary to say that the same spirit exists right here to-day. 
Only a few days ago a bill was passed in New York State 
for the express purpose of depriving of their livelihood by 
boycott the members of the Ku Klux Klan, by means of 
“publicity,” and recently published expressions of Mayor 
Hylan, of New York, and Mayor Curley, of Boston, might 
well have. been written by Bloody Mary or the Duke of 
Alva. In the “Western Watchman” (St. Louis), Dr. Phelan, 
then the Dean of the Papal press agents in this country, said 
November 21, 1912: “Our heroes are the Duke of Alva and 
Catherine de Medici. They knew the Huguenots and they

drove them off the continent. You cannot excite any pity in 
our souls by whining accounts of Catholic atrocities in the 
seventeenth century. We have never written a line in extenua- 
tion or palliation of the Inquisition. We never thought it 
needed a defence.” 

Leaving these historical features of the “Fold,” the re- 
ligious aspects are no more attractive. The salvation offered 
in the New Testament is one of deliverance from the guilt 
and power of sin by faith in the finished work of atonement 
wrought by Christ on the Cross, which leads to reconciliation 
with God and the witness of the Holy Spirit in our hearts 
that we are the sons of God. This experience naturally brings 
a peace that the world can neither give nor take away, and 
the certainty that death means going to be with Christ. 

On the other hand the Roman cult offers an incomplete 
sacrifice on the Cross, necessitating the continual offering 
of the “unbloody sacrifice” of the Mass, to appease the con- 
tinued wrath of God—against the Catholic people—affording 
an incomplete deliverance from sin, involving the necessity 
of piecing it out with good works, and an endless series of 
confessions and absolutions during the whole of life, only 
leading on to an indefinite period of time to be spent in 
Purgatory before the soul can enter Heaven. And this is 
true of the most pious and devout Catholic who ever lived, 
even if all his life long he has obeyed every command of the 
Church at large and his parish priest in particular. 

This kind of “salvation” is not good enough for us, and 
Christ’s Mission exists for the purpose of showing the Catholic 
people that God has a better religion for them than anything 
their man-made “Church” can offer them. 

Every reader of these lines that lives in the experience 
of Romans viii, 16, should do all in his power to let the 
Catholic people of his acquaintance know the difference be- 
tween his sort of salvation and the kind presented to them 
by their Church.
